He repudiat- 
ed a confession he made, saying 
it was coerced, His release last 
spring involved property conces- 
sions by the United States to Hun- 
gary, but no direct money pay- 
ment.

All voluntary gifts were in- 
tended to supplement benefits re- 
ceivable by widows and children 
through the UMW Welfare Fund, 
‘Workmen’s Compensation and 
Social Security. 

Three Washington officials of 
the miners’ welfare fund, which 
‘is maintained through royalties 
on each ton of coal mined, have 
been ‘here since Monday filling 
out application forms with the 
‘gid of union officials. The bene- 
ficiaries of the fund found only 
their signatures were required 
when they began appearing at 
the union office to submit appli- 
cations today. 

The fund officials said pay- 
ments would start tomorrow and 
that all persons entitled to pay- 
ments would be receiving them 
by the end of next week.

Barnfield was at the shaft when 
Sanders was carried out by his 
rescuers. “I had looked into the 
faces of 106 dead miners, expect- 
ing and dreading every time to 
see that of my neighbor,” Barn- 
field related. “When I looked at 
the one hundred and seventh 
man and saw it was Cecil San- 
ders and that he was alive, ! 
knew right then that only a mira- 
cle of God could have happened.” 
Dr. J. E. Summers, chief sur- 
geon at the hospital, explained 
earlier yesterday how Sanders 
managed to survive. He said 
Sanders apparently got a supply 
of comparatively uncontaminated 
air in his three-foot perch on the 
pile of rocks. 

“Sanders had many times. the 
amount of carbon monoxide in 
his blood which would have killed 
the average non-miner,” Dr, Sum- 
mers said. “Our tests showed his 
blood had a 40 to 50 per. cent 
saturation of the gas, and only 4 
per cent is enough to cause 
chronic poisoning.” 

Sanders told his story over the 
National Broadcasting Co.'s world 
news roundup at 6:30 p.m. Fif- 
teen minutes earlier he told of his 
experience in greater detail in a 
special broadcast and telecast 
over KSD and KSD-TV..

October as United States District 
Attorney here, died last night of 


heart disease at his home in New . 


London, Mo. 

A bachelor, 66 years old, Wat- 
son had been in failing health 
for some time. In 1950 he suf- 
fered a heart attack which forced 
him to curtail his work and give 
up his usual weekend trips to 
his home in Ralls county. 

He studied law at the Univer- 


sity of Missouri, graduating in 
1907. He was elected to repre- 
sent Ralls county in the State 
House of Representatives in 1913, 
1915 and 1917, and served as 
Speaker of the House in the 1917 
session. 

Watson had devoted a large 
part of his time to politics, serv- 
ing for many years as a campaign 
speaker and a member of the 
Democratic State Committee. 

From 1935 to 1940 he was as- 
sistant to the State Attorney Gen- 
eral, in which capacity he played 
an important part in combating 
fee-grabbing attempts of attor- 
neys and commissioners in fire 
insurance rate litigation. The 
state won these cases and Watson 

| asserted that his work saved pol- 
_iecyholders in Missouri-nearly $1,- 
000,000 in fees. 

In 1940 he decided to seek the 
post of Attorney General and 
submitted his resignation as as- 

| sistant. Instead of accepting the 

resignation, Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick, who at that time 
was undecided between running 
for renomination or for Governor, 
announced that his assistant had 
been dismissed. Watson was de- 
feated by McKittrick in the pri- 
mary. 

Later Watson was a special as- 
sistant to United States District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton here 
for two years, and then returned 
to Jefferson City to serve for two 
years as an assistant to Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor: He was 
named United States attorney 
hefe in 1947 and quit at the end 
of his four-year term.

Waste in Other Branches. 

The group had previously criti- 
cized what it termed waste by 
the Air Force, Navy and Marines. 

In a separate statement of his 
own, the subcommittee chairman, 
Senator Lyndon B. - Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, commended Sec- 
retary of the Army Pace for 
initiating a “cost consciousness” 
program in the Army. 

“Obviously, anyone who -tries 
to eliminate waste from the 
armed services has cut out a 
tough job for himself,” Johnson 
said. 

Pace, top army civilian boss, 
had informed the Senate group 


everybody from privates to gen- 
erals the actual cost of guns, 
tanks, supplies and other equip- 
ment. 

Pace said that from now on the 
efficiency ratings used for pro- 
motions of both officers and ci- 
vilians. employed by the Army, 
would inelude a grade on “cost 
conscious .” At the suggestion 
of the nate group, the Navy 
has adopted a similar policy. 
Two-Thirds of Taxes to Defense. 

The subcommittee report noted 
that “‘two out of each three tax 
dollars the public pays are en- 
trusted to the armed services to 
be invested in America’s strength 
and security.” It added that the 
public gradually will protest 
against all types of waste even if 
“they are small.” 

The report questioned whether 
the Army has excessive recrea- 
tional facilities, and declared it 
has been guilty of “unnecessary 
use of scarce aluminum on little- 
used buildings.” 

Units Mark Time. 

But its sharpest protest was.on 
the “Army’s wasteful use of vari- 
ous organized units which have 
been endlessly repeating training 
cycles, apparently marking time 
for their utilization.” 

“These episodes,” the report 
said, “represent, in our view, in- 
excusable and indefensible waste. 
The nation gains no strength 
merely because more and more 
men wear army uniforms. 

“With our acute national man- 
power shortage, any assembly 
of able-bodied men into a non- 
productive enterprise like un- 
necessarily repeated training is 
the most flagrant sort of waste.” 

The report was based on staff 
checks at eight Army centers: 
Camp Atterbury, Ind., Fort Bel- 
voir, Va., Fort Devens and Camp 
Edwards, Mass., Camp Kilmer, 
N. J., Fort Lewis; Wash., Camp 
McCoy, Wis., and Camp Rucker, 
Ala. 


In general the Army was cred- 
ited with a good job of feeding, 
clothing. housing and medical 
care of its troops. “Morale is gen- 
erally good,” the report said. — 

Poor Use of Combat Men. 

The. Army was criticized for 
having “too many combat-fit men 
in the chair corps” —those as- 
signed to such duties as kitchen 
work, driving- automobiles or car- 


| tying messages 


The report said that 17,251 men 
—“‘almost a full division” —were 
assigned to such jobs at the eight 
centers.

Either “heavy water” or gra- 
phite serves the purpose of slow- 
ing down or moderating high- 
speed neutrons—or atomic bullets

The reason for the sudden 
break in negotiations last week 
was an ultimatum by spokesmen 
for Big Steel that they must 
have this compensatory price in- 
crease before they would even 
agree to make a counter offer to 
labor’s demand for an 184-cent 
an hour wage boost. 

Labor contends this is not nec- 
essary, that the steel industry has 
increased its profits 240 per cent, 
and can take the wage boost out 
of this. 

This deadlock was why Ching 
was called in. 

“We've been meeting with the 
union for three and one-half 
weeks, but have been unable to 
make them see that a wage in- 
crease would create inflation and 
thus be contrary to the best in- 
terests of labor,” complained 
Stephens in the closed-door meet- 
ing among Ching, CIO president 
Phil Murray and other union 
chiefs. 

“Yes, and the steel companies 
have never offered a counter wage 
proposal to ours,” shot back Mur- 
ray. “How can we bargain in a 
situation like that?” 

Ching warned that it was the 
responsibility of both sides—man- 
agement as well as labor—to pre- 
vent the threatened steel strike 
on Jan. 1—a strike which the 
steel companies are not too much 
worried about, according to labor, 
if it can be parlayed into a Gov- 
ernment increase in the price of 
steel.

The 
excess over that standard is so 
large that the industry clearly 
can absorb any reasonably prob- 
able wage increase, with a sub- 
stantial margin left over for other 
cost increases. 


“If a price increase were 


| granted in spite of the industry’s 


ability to absorb,” Di Salle con- 
tinued, “the most serious conse- 
quences for the stabilization pro- 
gram must be envisaged.” 

Di Salle was equally tough to- 
ward labor and critical of its at- 
tempt to break wage ceilings. 
However, he prepared a study of 
steel earnings showing that as of 
today the industry is making 32 
per cent return on its invest- 
ment, compared with a 20.3 per 
cent return in 1947-49. The study 
also showed that after paying a 
possible 15 per cent wage in- 
crease, the steel companies would 
still make a billion dollars a year 
more than they made in the 
1947-49 period, which has been 
taken as the standard period for 
measuring profits. 

Nevertheless, DiSalle opposed 
a high wage increase to steel- 
workers because it would destroy 
the wage-price freeze policy. 

His memo to Putnam was dated.

President Truman’s latest statement on the 


promised clean-up of scandals in his Adminis- 
tration is that he is having more trouble than 
he expected. 

Presumably this refers to difficulty in obtain- 
ing investigators who will assume responsibility 
for the tremendous job involved. 


Mr. Truman did not refer to Federal Judge. 


Thomas F. Murphy, but the President’s remark 
could have been a partial confirmation of the 
reports that Judge Murphy has decided noi to 
accept presidential appointment as chief inves- 
tigator. 

The President's difficulty in obtaining a chief 
investigator and a bi-partisan board of inquiry 
into the tax and.other scandals may have a 
simple explanation. The reason may. be that he 
is asking the wrong people. 

If this job is to be done the only way it should 
be done, Mr. Truman has no choice but to 
turn outside his own intimate circle of friends 
and appointees. This is not a job for either 
an old crony or for someone who holds a life- 
time appointment with a commission signed by 
President Truman.

Just whom is President Truman trying to 
enlist? 

Is he trying to get a Democrat such as former 
Attorney General Francis Biddle? 

Is he trying to get a Republican such as 
former United States Senator Forrest C. Don- 
nell of Missouri? 

We cite these two men not because they are 
the ones primarily to be considered but because 
they represent the type of men in both parties 
to whom Mr. Truman must turn eventually if 
the American people are to have confidence in 
the investigation and prosecutions. 

Francis Biddle’s investigative work for the 
Federal Government began as long ago as 1922. 
A former law clerk to Justice Holmes, he was 
chairman of the NLRB, Judge of the United 
States Court of Appeals at Philadelphia, Solici- 
tor General and Attorney General from 1941 to 
1945. For two years he was a judge at the 
International Military Tribunal at Nuernberg. 

To this extensive and varied experience can 
be added Mr. Biddle’s qualification of intense 
interest in and devotion to good government. 
He is chairman of the organization known as 
Americans for Democratic Action and in this 
connection has already declared himself in favor 
of a thorough clean-up. : 

Former Senator Donnell is the very epitome 
of probity and rectitude. Also he knows what it 
is to be the target of political designs. After 
he was elected Governor of Missouri in 1940 by 
the people of this state, the Democratic high 

command, including such figures as the late 
Robert E. Hannegan, attempted to steal the of- 
fice away from him and to thwart the will of the 
voters. The outrage was so bare-faced that 
Democrats such as former Gov. Stark and the 
late Congressman Cochran publicly denounced 
it. 
. oz . 


As Governor, Forrest Donnell conducted an 
Administration against which no breath of scan- 
dal was raised. While many citizens of Missouri 
disagreed with him on policies, including particu- 
larly foreign affairs, everyone regarded him, 
while a Senator, as thoroughly conscientious 
and above reproach in matters of honesty and 
integrity. . 

We doubt that Mr. Truman is very. fond of 
either Francis Biddle or Forrest Donnell. The 
President replaced the former in his Cabinet 
with Tom C. Clark. He chose Emery W. Allison 
as the man to beat Mr. Donnell in the 1948 
Senate race in Missouri. 

But the test in these choices is not personal 
liking or political friendship. The test is wheth- 
er the man is capable and sufficiently detached 
from the Administration and politics generally 
to do a thorough, honest, fearless job. 

We cite Francis Biddle and Forrest Donnell 
only as representative of the kind of men Mr. 
Truman should have under consideration. If he 
is not seeking men of their probity and detach- 
ment then he is not seeking the right kind of 
investigators. 
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Move by King Farouk 


King Farouk has appointed two close personal 
advisers who have outspokenly urged Egypt to 
join with the Western powers in defense and 
economic agreements. This in turn has caused 
speculation that the King may try to fire the 
extreme nationalist Premier, Nahas*Pasha, whom 
he has fired before. 

Unfortunately, the prospect now seems to be 
that Nahas Pasha would leave office as a kind 
of popular hero, if he were fired at once and 
without any preliminary steps. His Wafdist 
party is riding the crest of nationalism and the 
King’s appointments were met with new riots 
in Cairo. 

Since the Wafdist Government cancelled the 
treaties with Britain over the Suez Canal and 
the Suday, more and more Egyptians have come 
to regard England as a personal enemy, and 
America as her ally in colonialism. This feeling 
has served to strengthen the cynical and corrupt 
govenment, and promises nothing to the individ- 
ual Egyptian. But the West cannot ignore it. 

If Farouk is to be able to act successfully, 
and clean house, the King’s hand needs strength- 
ening. A Western offer of improved Egyptian 
collaboration in the Suez, and particularly a 
straight-out proposal of economic aid which 
would help the Egyptian peasant, might give 
King Farouk enough popular support to justify 
action against the Wafdists. In any event this 
moment calls for the most thoughtful and con- 
structive diplomacy by Britain and America. 
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To Keep an Eye on War Costs 

The Government is going to keep a closer 
eye on what it pays for tanks and guns, bombs 
and planes. The Office of Price Stabilization is 
forming a special watch-dog committee to check 
on all prices of military equipment. If the com- 
mittee functions as planned, it will mean closer 
civilian supervision of Pentagon spending. 

It is expected that representatives of the 
Mun.tions Board, the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, the Defense Production Administration 
and the General Services Administration will be 
on the new committee along with OPS people. 
This wide representation could make much 
specialized knowledge available and thus speed 
the work. 

Or it could mean that the spending agencies 
have men in a position to try to, head off pos- 
sible criticism. Only time will reveal the com- 
mittee members’ approach to their job. 

One might argue, of course, that the commit- 
tee is not needed at all. The various purchasing 
agencies ought to make sure that they get a full 
dollar’s worth of war material for every dollar 
they put out. But disclosures such as those’ at 
the Detroit tank arsenal have raised serious 
questions about military spending. 

Spending for defense is essential but, consid-

ering its volume, every consideration of econ- 


omy must at all times be kept in mind lest - 


the effort to prevent military disaster end in 


economic disaster. Here a faithful watchdog 


committee can be of great help. 
: 
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Hungary Collects Ransom 

The speedy, out-of-hand conviction of the four 
American flyers down in Hungary is a new twist 
in Red justice. More often than not, Communist 
trials are long delayed and long protracted. But 
this is a matter of detail; always, the outcome 
is a conviction. 

Also rather novel are the $30,000 fines im- 
posed on each of the airmen. In other words, 
prompt release may be had for a price, a high 
price. 

There are those who say that the United 
States should set no official precedent in the 
way of recognigng Communist. judicial traves- 
ties nor even seemingly acknowledge guilt. 
Some of these would raise the $120,000 by 
private subscription. But it probably will make 
little difference to the Hungarian Reds how the 
money is forthcoming. If they want sometime 
to claim that a precedent was set in this case, 
they will do so. .There is very little—beyond 
diplomatic protest—which Washington can do 
to affect the Hungarian courts. 

Of immediate importance. is the earliest possi- 
ble release of four American citizens. Cer- 
tainly they should not be left to sit in a Red 
prison. The State Department is justified, 
therefore, in deciding to pay the fines out of 
public funds. Bitter as it is to pay this species 
of diplomatic blackmail, nothing could be 
gained by compelling the flyers to sit out 
three months in prison. 

Meanwhile another example has been recorded 
of the absurdity to which the Iron Curtain psy- 
chology will carry its victims. If the Hungarians 
really believed that the four American flyers 
had been on a mission of espionage and sabo- 
tage, is it likely that a monetary ransom would 
have satisfied them? 

Yet the Hungarian Government, having adopt- 
ed the theory that this was not an accidental 


. border violation but a dire plot against its sov- 


ereignty, could not afford to admit a mistake. 
It “convicted” the airmen and then offered to 
release. them for a cash payment. 

Thus the Hungarian people can be told that 
justice of the totalitarian sort has been done, 
while the Hungarian Government converts the 
incident into a petty kind of holdup. Perhaps 
Hungary can conceal it from people behind the 
Iron Curtain, but to everybody else the travesty 
on decent international conduct is apparent. 
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Let There Be No Compromise 

In the wake of the first funerals of the 119 
dead at West Frankfort, a joint four-way investi- 
gation into the explosion and disaster is now 
started. The parties to the inquiry are the Illinois 
State Department of Mines, the Federal Bureau 
of Mines, the United Mine Workers of America 
and the Chicago, Wilmington and Franklin 
Coal Co. 

All these agencies and groups .are proper 
parties to an investigation. All, with the excep- 
tion of the Federal Bureau of Mines, as the 
Post-Dispatch said Monday, share in the respon- 
sibility for the tragedy which blighted Christmas 
in the southern Illinois community. 

There is a danger, however, in this type of in- 
vestigation. The company ignored the safety 
recommendations of the federal mine inspectors. 
Its position is that these recommendations are 
“eontroversial.” Doubtless ‘this opinion is shared 
by some in the State Department of Mines, in- 
cluding Director Walter Eadie, himself a former 
superintendent at this very mine for the com- 
pany which ignored the federal warnings. 


At the same time that this investigation is 
held there should be another investigation. 
County officials should conduct their own. If 
evidence of palpable negligence can be found, 
it should be presented to a grand jury and in- 
dictments obtained. Let there be no fear of 
indicting either public officials or officers of 
the company if there is occasion. 

Such indictments followed the Centralia dis- 
aster. Let there be no compromise in the four- 
party investigation. Let justice be done in 
memory of the men who paid with their lives 
because Orient No. 2 was not a safe mine in 
which to work on the evening of Dec. 21. 
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The Middlemen Explain 


Weak and unconvincing is the attempt of au- 
tomobile industry spokesmen to justify the prac- 
tice of selling the Army spare parts at a double 
markup. 

The spokesmen told the Porter Hardy sub- 
committee at Detroit that in selling parts manu- 
factured by somebody else the auto makers are 
only following 50-year-old practices which the 
Army ought not to disrupt. : 

Nobody is asking the auto industry to change 
its parts distribution system. If it wants to nick 
the civilian auto user a distributor's profit on 
parts, that is up to the industry and its cus- 
tomers. 

But selling the Army spare parts wholesale— 
in vast lots sufficient to last 100 years—is some- 
thing very different. The plain fact is that the 
Army and other services have no business buy- 
ing spare parts from middlemen at prices far 
higher than would be paid direct to the manu- 
facturer—whether the middlemen are Chrysler 
Corp., General Motors, or somebody else. 

At this point a Chrysler vice-president puts 
on his most innocent air and declares that noth- 
ing was done by Chrysler to discourage its parts 
suppliers from bidding on Army contracts. Of 
course not. Somebody who wants to keep Chrys- 
ler’s business does not need to be told that it is 
unwise to compete against Chrysler for Govern- 
ment business. The question is not what keeps 
the parts makers out of the bidding but what 
brings the parts distributors into it. When the 
Army wants to buy a headlight which Chrysler 
does not manufacture, Chrysler should politely 


’ refer the Army to the firm which does manu- 


facture it. 

Anything else is bound to mean inflating the 
cost of defense by adding an unnecessary mid- 
dleman’s profit. 
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The Well-Worn Look 


We have no quarrel with the Women’s Jnsti- 
tute list of the 10. best dressed males, which 
credits Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts with the “ideal look” and Senator Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee with the “contemporary 
look,” and so on, yet it appears that among 
these sartorial stars, one important fellow was 
left out. He is a chap who does not get to 
shave and bathe as often as he might like, whose 
clothes and head sometimes hang tiredly, but 
whose apparel is chosen impeccably for match- 
ing color and is well suited to his circumstances, 
which are in Korea.

Louis Is a Dump 


Geoffrey Grigson in the Sunday Times of London 


You might ask, arriving on a cold morn- 
ing at St. Louis, Mo., why anyone should 
be proud of such a dump. 

‘A family of spouting bronzes emerge 
outside the station. Not a successful ges- 
ture of greeting, perhaps, even if you like 
the sculptor, who is Sweden’s Carl Milles. 
And at this time of year the figures do not 
spout. They protrude on plinths meant 
to be hidden by water which has been 
emptied away. 

Basin and black figures, black street 
(snow melted into black sludge) and all 
of downtown St. Louis are grubby. The 
Mississippi ambles past like mud soup— 
that “enormous ditch” which Charles Dick- 
ens detested. Banks which might have 
been bombed and cleared make an untidy 
car-park. St. Louis seems to sit lightly, in 
an American way, though without self-im- 
portance, on a mud-flat. 

Move out a little. Streets which used to 

select (such as Vandeventer Place, 
where one of the two most celebrated per- 
sons of St. Louis, Mr. T. S. Eliot, lived in 


‘his childhood) improve by decay on their 


aboriginal lumpiness. 

Move further west to wide streets which 
are still in fashion, made up of unfenced, 
one-family mansions, filled by business 
families in the Social Register. What blobs 
of rusty sandstone or lifelessly red brick 
these houses are, squat and coarsely orna- 
mented! St. Louis at its best has cared no 
more for architecture than a bald-headed 
eagle cares for claret. 

The city is active. It is rich. It has near- 
ly a million people, white and colored. It 
lounges over 65 square miles. It is the 
seventh city of the United States. And it 
is a dump. In Mr. Eliot’s mantua nothing 
is beautiful except silvery light, plane trees 
in dry leaf along the residential streets, 
and the pale-brown, Whistler-toned immen- 
sity of Forest Park. 

But go inside. Go into the roomy com- 
fort of these brick blobs, and you discover 
why Carl Sandburg is Chicago’s poet and 
Mr. Eliot (‘however far he has traveled) 
the poet of St. Louis. Inside may be Thack- 


eray, Scott, Emerson, Thoreau and Ruskin 
and very old ladies who talk of Boston, 
Dresden and Florence. There may be cop- 
ies of the journal of the local historical 
society and a watercolor of the coast of 
Maine by Winslow Homer. Or, super- 
added, a determined American-cum-Euro- 
pean up-to-dateness. 


But there is no brag. That you will not 
find in this easy-going Middle Western 
city. Its distinction, in most things, is to 
“carry water on two shoulders.” 


If a. journalist in the flashier morning 
paper reports that English working men 
smoke their cigarettes half by half and 
light them (so expensive are matches) with 
a magnifying glass, parents and college 
children will have been in England last 
summer, and will recognize a yarn when 
they read it. The father comes back from 
his downtown office and picks up on his 
doorstep the more sober afternoon paper, 
the Post-Dispatch, and opens it at one 
of those vigorous liberal cartoons by the 
other world-celebrated figure of St. Louis, 
Dan Fitzpatrick. 

St. Louis is both placid and alert, old- 
fashioned and new-fashioned. When the 
family by Carl Milles was set up outside 
the railway statian, conservatism was 
abashed by so much bronze nudity. When 
I talked to Dan Fitzpatrick about the 
early satirical drawings of George Grosz, 
the eye of this thin, grey-haired, elegant, 
independent, duck-hunting Middle-Western- 
er doubled its life with excited recollec- 
tion and appreciation. 

Old strains, Spanish, French, English 
and New English, German (after the revo- 
lutionary year of 1848), have settled into 
its Americanism, but St. Louis in the mid- 
dle of a continent is as much and as so- 
berly aware of external matters as any 
city in America. St. Louis happily calls 
itself provincial. It may be so. But it is 
the best warning I have met not to judge 
of the U.S.A. by New York, by most of its 
radio and television, by some of its films, 
some of its journalists and a few of its 
Senators. 


A Good Code for Today 


From the Minneapolis Morning Tribune 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch was blasting 
away the other day at what it called the 
‘“Pauley-Vaughan-Boyle old: pal type of ap- 
pointment’“ in government, contrasting it 
with the almost austere ethical ndards 
which prevailed under. Woodrow Wilson. 
As an interesting sample of what it had 
in mind, it recalled the attempt to make 
Wilson’s brother postmaster of Nashville, 
Tenn., and the President’s anguished re- 
fusal to approve the appointment. 


Here is the letter Woodrow Wilson wrote 
to his brother in 1913, one that reveals a 
much more vigorous wrestling with con- 
science than is apparent in some of Mr. 
Truman’s loyalties and friendships. 


My Dear, Dear Brother: 

I never in my life had anything quite so 
hard to do as this that I must-lo about the 
Nashville. post, office. Knowing as I do that 
a better man could not possibly be found 
for the place, and sure though I am that it 


would meet with the general a L of 
the citizens of Nashville, I yet feet that it 
would be a very serious mistake both for 
you and me if I were to appoint you to the 
postmastership there. 

1 cannot tell you how much I have wor- 
ried about this thing or how much I have 
had to struggle against affection and temp- 
tation, but I am clear in the conviction 
that I am sure that in the long run, if not 
now, you will agree with me that I am 
declining rightly. I can’t write any more 
now because I feel too deeply. 

The Post-Dispatch thinks that this mes- 
sage is needed much more today than it 
was in 1913, and wishes that Wilson's 
words “might have the widespread printing 
now that they deserve.” 

We agree that the present need for them 
is great, and so reprint the letter as one 
shining example of a code that has suffered 
much from neglect since Wilson put it to 
this harrowing fraternal test.

Uncovering a New Frontier 
GRASS BEYOND THE MOUNTAINS, by Richmond P. 

Hobson, Jr., (J. 8. Lippincott Co., 256 pgs., $3.75.) 

While the concept of a frontier had its 
hold on America, its internal affairs 
seemed better balanced and we seemed a 
happier . people.

MIMS, Fla., Dec. 26 (AP)—A 
bomb explosion killed Harry T. 
Moore, 46 years: old, a Negro, 
state secretary of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, last night. 

His wife, Harriet, who teaches 
school at Lake Park near West 
Palm Beach, was hurt. . 

The bomb. exploded beneath 
the bedroom: of their small, frame 
house about a mile from here at 
10:30 o’clock: 

Moore’s mother, who teaches 
school in Jacksonville, and his 
daughter, Annie, who teaches in 
Ocala, also were in the house 
but were not hurt. 

Moore was a school teacher be- 
fore he took his N.A.A.C.P. job. 
He had been executive secretary 
of the Progressive Voters’ League 
of Florida, Inc., which before 
| 1948 conducted a state campaign 
to get Negroes registered to vote. 


Two Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation agents were reported to 
be investigating the explosion. 
Gov. Fuller Warren said he was 
sending an investigator immedi- 
ately. 
| County Judge Vassar B. Carl- 
'ton of Titusville, county seat of 
Brevard county, said the explo- 
sive appeared to have been placed 
' directly beneath the Moores’ bed. 


The front door was knocked 
loose, and every board in the 
bedroom torn out. 

Mims is a small community 
about 40 miles south of Daytona 
Beach on U. S. Highway No, 1. 
It is halfway between Jackson- 
ville and Miami. 

There have been 10 dynamit- 
ings and attempted dynamitings 
'of Jewish synagogues, a Negro 
housing project and a Catholic 
church in Miami since June. 
None of the Miami explosions 
has resulted in a death, however.

Popcorn Is 
Taste Treat 
For Holidays 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE children love to pop corn. 
T It seems almost a miracle 

when those hard grains, so 
ordinary in appearance, open in- 
to white flowerets under the in- 
fluence of heat. Of course, the 
ready-to-eat corn can be pur- 
chased, but it never seems to have 
the same flavor what we. pop 
oursélves, 

In the holidays, when there is 
usually so much candy on hand, 
that. salty popcorn kernels seem 
to taste even better. A regular 
wire popper may be used and, of 
course, there is a very good elec- 
tric popper but a heavy covered 
kettle will do the work just as 
well. A little unsalted fat should 
be put in the bottom of every 
batch of corn and the kettle must 
be shaken over moderate heat so 
that the kernels will pop evenly. 
Don’t be too generous with the 
corn, as it is amazing how muclt 
each grain swells. 

Salt and’ melted butter will 
then be poured over the corn and 
it should be lightly tossed, either 
in the kettle or in a large bowl 
in which it is to be served. The 
butter may be omitted if the corn 
is to be made into balls, for 
which a white or dark sirup will 
be prepared. This must be mixed 
quickly with the corn and formed 


_at once into small or large balls. 
‘Perhaps they will be used 


for 
favors at a party and then each 
should be wrapped in cellophane 
and tied with gay ribbon. 

White Popcorn Balls. 

One cup sugar, one-third cup 
light corn sirup, one-half cup hot 
water, two tablespoons butter or 
margarine, two quarts popped 
corn. 

Mix sugar, sirup and hot wa- 
ter and stir until sugar is dis- 
solved. Boil without stirring une 
til when tried in cold water 
there will be a hard ball (270 de- 
grees). Remove from heat, add 
butter .or margarine, and stir 
only enough to mix. Pour over 
the popped corn and mix quickly. 
Form into balls at once. 

Caramel Popcorn Balls. 

One cup light molasses, one 
cup dark corn sirup, one table- 
spoon vinegar, three tablespoons 
butter or margarine, three quarts 
salted popped corn. 

Combine molasses, sirup and 
vinegar in saucepan and cook 
over low heat, stirring constant- 
ly, until the soft-ball stage (238 
degrees) is reached. Continue 
cooking, stirring occasionally, un- 
til the hard-ball (270 degrees), 
Remove from heat, add butter or 
margarine, and stir only enough 
to mix. Slowly pour over the 
popped corn. Form into small 
balls with the hands, using as 
little pressure as possible. Yield; 
two to three dozen balls.

Fix 1 Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb © 
Patching Enamel and Procelain 
Fixtures. 


T’S just about impossible to 

make a perfect patch on either 

porcelain or baked enamel, but 
there are various patching materi- 
als available which will come close 
to what you want. 

The first step is to remove any 
loose finish from the area to be 
patched and then to wipe it down 
with turpentine to remove dirt and 
grease. If the metal has rusted, 
the rust should be removed with 
steel wool. Warm the area slightly 
before patching. 

One kind of patching material 
comes in the form of a stick and 


you melt off enough to make the 
patch on a hot knife blade. Work 
the softened patching material into 
place and smooth out. When it is 
dry the excess can be scraped off 
with a razor blade. 

Another patching compound 
comes in the form of putty, and 
this is worked cold with a knife. 
Make the surface as smooth as 
possible and when the patch is 

sand down with very fine 
sandpaper.

Method: Remove rack from 
boiling pan; place peaches cavity 
side up on pan.

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us ever prepare fresh grapefruit 
juice for ourselves.

After many experiments, I find 
that when it is designed for 
breakfast, the easiest method is 
pd lag pr Age col between the 
pulp and peel, then to loosen 
each section.

For jellied grapefruit, the fruit 
may be prepared by the same 
method if the halved sections are 
desired.

To Prepare Grapefruit. 

With sharp knife cut grape- 
fruit in half crosswise.

Top with grape jelly or 
lade, orange marmalade or plum 
jam, cranberry sauce, or with 
marshmallows, or mint leaves.
